Same Principle 


Lawns have two weeds that 


can be pretty well controlled by 
the same principle. Dandelions 
live on root reserves and crab- 
grass needs good sunlight. Both 
can be controlled by a thick cov- 
er of turf grass about two inch- 
es high. 


Most lawn mowers are set to 


shave off the grass at near 
ground level instead of cutting 
at one and one-half inches the 
way it should. Dandelions grow 
test when the leaves can lay 
flat on th3 ground and get full 
sunlight as on a close cut lawn.

TOO CAUTIOUS? 


Personal and family affairs 


during the last several years 
have required travel across

Pennsylvania, New York and 
some of the other 
eastern 


states 
Comparisons 
of 
the 


magnificent turnpikes and toll 
roads 
there and 
elsewhere 


with the more modest con- 
struction attainment in eastern 
Wisconsin, for example, would 
be invidious. This is a small 
state, in population 
and in 


economic 
capacity 
when 


measured 
against 
the big 


states of the eastern part of 
the country. 


Yet the private automobile 


driver, selfishly concerned as 
he is with comfortable, speedy 
and safe travel, unavoidably 
makes the comparison. This 
reporter is free to admit that 
he would find an excuse to 
avoid some of the family trips 
eastward—except for the bene- 
fits of the high quality high- 
ways now available. 


Over the years these dis- 


patches have been a cautious 
view on the eager pressures of 
the roadbuilders, public and 
private of Wisconsin for more 
money and authority to re- 
design the major routes of 
Wisconsin.

television sets, to automobiles 
and college tuition bills, it is 
perhaps not surprising that the 
idea will win acceptance in 
providing governmental serv- 
ice benefits that cannot be 
bought for cash. And when the 
elements of the body politic 
concerned about roads and 
transportation and their rela- 
tion to recreation and econom- 
ics observe the installment 
payment principle in other 
governmental enterprise, they 
can probably be excused for 
asking for consideration of 
their own projects and propos- 
als. 


In any event, here is one 


road user and road taxpayer 
who knows he cannot have it 
both ways. The new highways 
are enjoyable and welcome. If 
they represent a continuing 
tax liability for the indefinite 
future, there is some consola- 
tion in the reflection that.there 
are 
many 
other continuing 


liabilities that do not promise 
such certain and direct bene- 
fits.
